on Siberia in northwest China. 


The consular staff of 1C persons, 
headed by Consul J. Hall Paxton, 
left Tihua (Urumchi), capital 'of 
Sinkiang, by morot caravan last 
Tuesday. They will return to the 
United Sattes by way of India.
